For the purpose of sending prescribed notices and returns to the 

Inspectors the areas and class of Factories shall comprise as speci" 

fied in column (5 ) ; 
4. The Inspector of Factories and Boilers shall inspect factories as 

defined in Section 2 ( m ) of the Factories Act; and 
5. The Additional Inspector of Factories shall inspect factories noti 

fied under Section 85 of the Factories Act.

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Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the notification , but is intended to explain 
its general purport). 

In notification No.G.O. (Rt)1003/77/LBR dated 24th August, 1977 
published as S. R. O.No. 851/77 in Kerala Gazette No. 38 dated the 20th 
September 1977, Government have prescribed the local limits of each Factory 
Division in the State. Government have decided to implement the decision 
of the Labour Ministers Conference held in New Delhi in November, 1973 to 
augment the strength of the State Factory Inspectorate to keep the norm of one 
Inspector for 150 Factories. There are more than 3005 Factories under section 
2 (m ) of the Factories Act now in the State. In view of the necessity for strict 
economy in expenditure, Government propose to re-organise the Factories 
and Boilers Department in a phased programme. In the first phase, Govern 
ment have ordered in G.O.(MS) 111778 / L & H dated 1-9-1978 that there will 
be 15 Factory Divisions. It has also been decided by Government to convert 

posts of Inspectors of Factories, Inspectors of Boilers and Regional Inspec 
tors of Factories to that of Inspector of Factories and Boilers, so that Inspec 
tors will attend to both Factory and Boilers work in their Division . In the 
light of the above Government Order the existing 10 Factory Divisions have . 
been increased to 15 Factory Divisions for the effective implementations of 
Labour Laws. The jurisdictions of Factory Divisions have to be revised 
to suit the changes. The notification is to achieve this object.

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Explanatory Note

indicate its general purport ) . 

According to section 28 of the Water ( Prevention and Control 
of Pollution ) Act, 1974 any person aggrieved by an order made by 
the State Board under section 25, section 26 or sedtion 27 of the said 
Act may prefer an appeal to such authority , consisting of three 
persons, as the Government may think fit to constitute. Rule 3 of 
the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution ) Appellate Au ho 
rity Rules, 1977 provides that the appellate authority shall consists 
of 
( 1 ) a Judicial Officer not below the rank of a District Judge 

who shall be the Chairman of the Appellate Authority; 
( 2 ) an Administrator who shall be an Officer not below the rank 

of Joint Secretary to Government; 
(3 ) a Technical Officer not below the rank of a Superintend 

ing Engineer . 
The notification is intended to constitute the said appellate 
authority with the above mentioned persons. 
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
